Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach, disclose, or suggest, either alone or in combination, a method of forming a 
varactor comprising the steps of forming contact regions of a first conductivity type in a 
well region having said first conductivity type, and forming gate layer contacts to a gate 
conductive layer, wherein said gate layer contacts overlie an isolation region as instantly 
claimed, and in combination with the additional method steps. For example, figure 8 of 
Lin et al. (US Pat. No. 6,316,805 B1) fails to teach the formation of gate layer contacts 
overlying the isolation structure (312), and the formation of a well (320) at each side of 
the isolation structure (312), so that both contact regions (314) are formed within the 
well (320), as required in the claims.
